TTLE shock of herror 
A elt throughout 
world when the news 
over the wires on December 7 that six 
men had been caught in a cave-in of 
the Edison tunnel, 100 feet wunder- 
and crushed. 

Soon after the accident, the mourn- 
ful duty of clearing the tunne! and 
recovering the bodies was commenced, 
and for nearly three days the gangs 
worked, but with little progress. 

On the third day, December 16, the 
workers heard a faint signal, one 
such as miners give by knocking on a 
rail. The signal was answered, and 
again came the far-away ‘‘tat-tat, rat- 
tat-tat’’ from the imprisoned miner. 

Who could it be? Who coukl have 
survived instant death to rematn bur- 
jed alive in the bowels of the earth? 

ijke an electric shock the news 
spread. To the far corners of the 
earth it was known—one man, maybe 
more, Was in a living tomb. 

Work on the great Edison power 
system stopped in the Kern Moun- 
tains. Every available man was 
rushed to the scene. High officials of 
the company camped on the ground. 
Expert engineers helped with hands 
and voice and advice. The chief engi- 
neer was called from Denver. 

As for salvation the men worked 
in frenzy. Meanwhile, the engineers, 
with a skill marvelous, pushed through 
the intervening débris and rock a 
steel pipe. On December 11 it reached 
the buried n. 

Lindsey B. Hicks. That is the name 
which, like an echo from another 
world, came to the rescuers. 

Lindsey B. Hicks, sole survivor, and 
cheerfully he called to God's bright 
World that he was “all right.”

It had to be care- 
fully bored by hand. Despair almost 
overtook the force. 

But Hicks, from his 
cheered them on. 

On December 17 the wall of stone 
was pierced and word went forth of 
hope of speedy rescue. Rapid progress 
was made for a time, and apparently 
only a wall of dirt separated Hicks 
from life and light. 

Only on December 18, the twelfth 
day, did Hicks seem to lose his nerve. 
He broke down and wept, his racking 
sobs coming faintly through the pipe. 
He complained of cold, and seemed 
terror-stricken, as though for the first 
time he had lost hope. 

It was on this day that the workmen 
came upon a big boulder which had to 
be split up and carried out plecemeal. 
It was successfully done and Hicks 
again became cheerful the next day. 

December 19 the buried man talked 
cheerfully again and it was stated that 
the main obstacle had been passed and 
he would soon be taken out, all prepa- 
rations being made to care for him. 

But again fate interposed and rescue 
was postponed. December 20 and 21 
passed with the rescuers so close to! 
him that Hicks could talk to them di- 
rectly. But «a mass of débris threat- 
ened to fall and bury both Hicks and 
his rescuers.

GOLDFIELD, (Nev.) Dec. 22.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] As the result of the 
injunction \granted by Judge Morrow 
In the United States District Court. 
fifty Unit¢éd States deputy marshals 
will be placed in the Hayes-Monnette 
and Franées Mohawk mines tomorrow. 

The Industrial Workers of the World 
has declaréd no man shall work where 
an armed g d is employed, and it 
is certain that orrow will see these 
last two mines shut down. Every other 
mine lease and mill is now closed. 

Watchmen_were removed from the 
mines a week ago when the Industrial 
Workers of the World demanded their’ 
removal. They were replaced later, as 
shift bosses, and the injunction which 
has been issued was appMed for. 

The organization which has thus ap- 
parently declared itself for protecting 
thieves now has the Federal govern- 
ment to reckon with. 

Trouble is expected when the deputy 
marshals take charge. Today every 
high grade assay office closed its doors, 
and there is nv longer a market to 
dispose of the stolen ore. A eommittee 
of the Industrial Workers of the World 
members will be appointed at a special 
meeting of that organization tomorrow

ly three weeks later than Jast sea- 
som. the first car going forward Dé- 
cen. ber 6, and for the week ending 
December 7 two cars and i121 boxes 
were shi>ned. To the same date last 
vear 163 cars had been shipped. In 
the next week to December MM sixty 
cars were forwarded, and during the 
corresponding week of last year the 
shivments amounted to 241 cars, and 
Was one of the heaviest weeks’ ship- 
ments for the entire season. 

For the week ended this morning, 
fifty-eight more cars have gone for- 
ward, making a total for the season 
of 122 care and forty-two boxes. Last 
year there had been sent to market 
by this date 549 cars and 22° boxes, or 
neariy five times as many as have 
been shipred this year. 

After the shipping of the firet sixty 
Cars it was generally understood that 
no more fruit would go forward un- 
til after the first of the new year, but 
the demand was so great and the 
prices offered so high that it was de- 
cided to send forward some more fruit. 

A greater quantity would have been 
shipped had there enough cars 
available, but the shortage ‘was no- 
tleeeble from the beginning of this 
The shortage of cars 
will. however, be a good thing for 
Rediands and its reputation for fine 
oranges in the end, as the fruit is 
stili unripe, not well colored and rather 
sour. 

Prices remain as fixed at the meet- 
ing of the packers at the opening of 
the season, $2.25 for extra fancy, and 
$2 for extra choice. Some complaint 
has been heard on account of some 
shippers cutting prices, but this has 
not been general enough to make the 
effect disastrous.

NEW CRUISER MAKES RECORD ON 
TRIAL TRIP. 


Witheut Forcing She Travels at the 
Rate of Over Twenty-two Knots 
Per, Hour — Naval Officials and 
Builders Can Find no Fault With 


Action of Her Machinery. 


‘BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
SANTA BARBARA, Dec. 22.—{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] The most expedi- 
tious trial trip ever made by any war 
vessel constructed on the Pacific Coasi 
was concluded. at noon today, when 
the armored cruiser South Dakota 
came to anchor after having behaved 
admirably on her endurance run of 
four hours. The official record of the 
trial board ecredits the cruiser with 
22.24 knots. During the run her en- 
gines turned over 125,235 revolutions 
per minute. 

At no time was. the cruiser forced in 
order to produce the requisite twenty- 
one knots exacted by the Navy De- 
partment, but every part of her mas- 
sive machinery was put to severest 
tests and not a fault could be de- 
tected by the members of the trial 
board or by the auxiliary board. 

While the record run of 
not equal the high 
dardization trial of yesterday, yet 
the mean speed of the four hours’ run 
exceeded the mean speed of yesterday 
by one-eighth of a knot, which is re- 
garded by the members of the trial 
board as extraordinary. 

Shortly after 3 oclock this after- 
noon the South Dakota weighed an- 
chor and dipped her colors as she 
passed the ships of the squadron on 
her return trip to San Francisco. 

A ten-foot profile of a rooster, which 
has been brought here by every vessel 
that has come for her trial trip in 
these waters, hung exultingly from the 
Jackstaf’ forward. Chie Engineer 
Gardner of the Union Iron Works, 
who was in charge of the cruiser dur- 
ing her trip, ted that the South 
Dakota had ex ed his highest an- 
ticipations. 

“What were the features of to- 
day's run?” said 
Coonts, recorder of the trial board, 
when asked to say something about 
the new veasel last night. “Well, to 
my mind, the principal feature was 
the lack of features. It was one of 
the smoothest and best conducted trials 
imaginable, and from first to last there 
were no particular points of note. The 
ship did what was expected of her and 
a little more, and I have no doubt 
had it been necessary to hit up a 
higher speed, she could have done so 
at any time during today’s endurance 
run. 

The ''nion Iron Works seems to have 
mse all their bad luck on the Cali- 
fornia, for certainly the South Dakota 
has had the best of everything during 
her government tests. I could not 
imagine better conditions of wind and 
weather than those which prevafled tn 
the channel during the entire week, 
and everything else connected with the 
triai trip was on the same order.”

ICICLES WILL FORM ON A HOT 
SAFETY VALVE. 


A Kettle Over a Fire Will Boil on 
One Side While the Other Side 
Will Freeze—Frozen Hands May 
Be Saved by Thawing Out in an 
Oil Bath. 


E. lh Parsons, an old-time _ Yukon 
miner, tells some remarkable stories 
of happenings at Dawson City when 
the thermometer drops many degrees 
below the zero mark. He said: 

“Strange manifestations appear as 
a result of the extreme cold. One is 
the way a fire burns ina stove. It 
rears and crackles like a great 
forge, and wood in the stove seems 
to dissolve in the flames like a chunk 
of tice: the wood is gone and we won- 
der where the heat went. At sixty 
below every stove pipe throws out a 
great white cloud of smoke and vapor. 
resembling a steamboat in its white- 
ness, and this cloud streams away for 
fifty or one hundred feet, mingling 
with the other white-gray mist or 
that remains permanent in the at- 
mosphere of the town like a dense fog 
whenever it is forty or more 
below sero. 

The white-gray fog is not a fog as 
gou know it, but a frozen mist, and 
every man, woman and child, animal, 
and even the fire that burns. is throw- 
ing out moisture into the air, which fs 
immediately turned into a cloud of 
frozen vapor, which floats away and 
remains visibly suspended in the aftr. 

“Exposed hands, ears and nose,” Mr. 
Parsons says, “freeze in this tempera- 
ture while growing a few yards, unless 
they are well protected. The breath |B} 
roars like a mild jet of steam, while 
a dipper of boiling water thrown out 
into the air emits a peculiar whistling

| CLEVER FORGER BELIEVED To BE 
UNDER ARREST. 


Says His Name Is Davis, but Po- 
lice Doubt it—Worthiess Paper 
Bearing False Signature of Con- 
tractor C. Leonardt Found in Pris- 
oner’s Possession.

Some of 
the Reclamation Service officials ad- 
vocated the purchase of the California 
Development Company's works and 
rights by the government, and also 
the purchase of water rights apper- 
taining to a large area on the Mex!i- 
can side of the line, but terms could 
not be arranged satisfactorily to all 
parties interested, and the deal fell 
through. 
vernment officials doubted the 
f bility of the Imperial project, 
and even went so far as to condemn 
as unfit for agriculture the land it 
was proposed to reclaim. The “soil 
expert” of the government reported 
that land in Imperial Valley was so 
impregnated with alkali that seed 
would not sprout in it. The farmers 
of Imperial sowed seed on the identica! 
sections condemned by this expert, 
and raised the heaviest crops of al- 
falfa and barley ever known in the 
West. 

TAKES UP LAGUNA DAM. 
Failing to acquire, discredit or stop 
the Inmrperial enterprise, the Reclama- 
tlon Service inaugurated a govern- 
ment project and entered upon the 
work of constructing the Laguna dam 
above Yuma on the Colorado River 
to divert water for the reclamation 
of desert lands in Arizona. The cost 
of construction will be double the es- 
timates, and the area of land reclaim- 
eble proved to be much less than 
was expected.

EXPERT ESTIMATE 
WATER PROJECT. 


Engineers Say Will Cost 
Twenty-three Millions to Bring 
Owens River to Los Angeles. 


FLOW of water sufficient to supply Los Angeles with 30,000 

miner's inches, or more than 388,000,000 gallons a day, during 

the summer months, can be brought down to San Fernando 
Valley from the Owens. River Valley at a cost for construction 
the aqueduct of $23,110,000. 

That is the conclusion reached by three of the most eminent 
hydraulic engineers in America, after thorough examidation of the 
project, and forty days and nights’ close application to study of all. 
the problems involved. 

The 'Boar@ of Engineers, consisting of Frederick P. Stearns, 
John R. Freeman and James D. Schuyler, Gnished its work yesterday 
afternoon and signe a report, which the Board of Public Works will _ 
give to the citizens of Los’ Angeles at such time as it deems proper. 
Mr, Freeman left Los Angeles for the North last night, 
Stearns will leave for the East on Monday. — wes 

From personal investigation and from study of hydrographic 
data compiled by the United States Geological Survey, the engineers 
found that an ample supply of water is 

From their own tests and from analyses made. by, eminent chem- 
ists, the engineers determined the hardness of Owens River water 
at the intake to be only 16 grains to the gallon, which is about half 
that of the Los Angeles River. They concluded that :the. quality. 
of water taken into the conduit from the river will be improved by 
the introduction of a large quantity of pure moustain water from 
the Sierra creeks en route to the Haiwee reservoir. 

The engineers found no engineering difficulty involved in 
work of building an aqueduct from Owens Valley. On ‘the contrary, 
they were surprised to find so long a route offering no serious ob- 
stacles and no troublesothe problems. Compared with such projects 
as the Catskill aqueduct, the building of the Los Aggeles aqueduct 
is only a job of ditch-digging. The route was selected by Engineer 
Mulholland, but a kind Providence prepared it for him. | 

The consulting engineers found Mulholland’s proposed system of 
concrete construction to be best adapted to the work, and preferable 
from every point of view to stcel pipe. They determined that a con- 
duit of 20,000 inches capacity would deliver to the regulating reser- 
voirs water enough to insure a supply of 30,000 inches during the 
summer months. The conduit may be built in the form of an open 
canal originally, to expedite the work and furnish water at the ear- 
liest possible date, and it may be roofed subsequently. Roofing will 
increase the capacity materially. Portions of the aqueduct designed 
to take flood waters from the valley probably will 
of 525 second feet, or 2650 miner's inches. 

Some changes in the original route were found to be practicable 
and advantageous, and the line recommended will bring the water to 
& point where the drop can be made to develop electrical energy of 
90,000 horse-power efficiency. Properly utilized and managed, the 
power can be made to pay for the whole project. 

The report of the Board of Engineers will cover the points mea- 
tioned, and their estimate of the cost of the project, in addition to 
what has been expended in the acquisition of water rights, will be 
$23,110,000. They have made liberal estimates and allowances for 
contingencies, and ‘there is reason to believe that the actual ex- 
penditure can be kept below their figures.

American Industries for October 15 
has a siriking article entitled “Poor

Competition is killed In San Fran- 
cisco, and militant unionism is ram- 
pant and drunken with power. Compe- 
tition has been killed through the 
combined efforts of the employers and 
the labor leaders, who in many cases 
have combined for their mutual profit 
at the cost of the consumers. For in- 
stance, the contractors, mill owners 
and labor leaders are in an unholy 
combine to force up prices until] build- 
Ing now costs from 40 to WO per cent. 
more than it does in Los Angeles, a 
strictly open-shop town. The mill men 
agreed to employ only union men and 
to put the union label on all material 
leaving their mills. The .contractors 
agreed to use only material bearing 
the union label and to work only union 
men, and the union in return for this 
eqeees to boycott and drive out of 
business any new conoern that desired 
te compete, by honest business meth- 
ods with those already there and as 
an evidence of their ability to make 
good, witness the removal of the Mc- 


million-doliar coneern, which refused 
to join the combine, and which was 
harassed and their jobs struck until 
they were obliged to leave the city, 
which they finally did, locating in Los 
Angeles.

in his “law office.” When he explained 
his trouble to Abe, he was told that, 
being engaged in an unlawful busi- 
ness, these things were likely to occur 
at any time and that he should have 
an attorney employed by the year to 
look after his interests. 

“But,” the saloon man would pro-

“No,” Abe would reply, “I am pretty 
busy, but I will act as your attorney 
for a mere nominal fee, say $10 a 
month: that’s low enough, isn’t it?’ 
and then, after allowing him time to 
catch his breath, he would say: 

“Just make mea check for two 
years In advance, and I will take care 
of anything which may come up and 
save you any worry.” 

Knowing that he was “up againat 
the real thing,” the saloon man simply 
wrote the check. Abe would then call 
the Police Board, -nearly all of whom 
he owned, on the telephone, and in the 
presence of the saloo:, man, ask them 
what they were trying to do with his 
friend O’Brien. 

“Kept open after hours, 4!id he? 
Well, don't all the rest of them do the 
same thing? Take the license away 
from all of them or let O’Brien alone. 
He is a good fellow and a friend of 
mine.” 

This talk answered a double pur- 
pose. It let the Police Commissioners 
know that the graft had been gath- 
ered in and it convinced the saloon 
man that Abe could deliver the goods, 
and he, of course, spread the news 
among his friends, and when they were 
served with notices, he advised them 
at once to see Abe. This kept the 
endiess chain going. Ten a month for 
two years is $240. Multiply this by 3200, 
the number of saloons in the city, and 
you have a pretty fair “start.” The 
“bunch” then went after all other 
lines, but it was sald that Schmitz did 
not receive to exceed 20 per cent. of 
the “swag.” 

When this condition of affairs be- 
came generally known, as it quickly 
did, the administration was so badly 
discredited by the local bankers and 
all of the decent element that no one 
would touch the $17,000,000 issue of mu- 
nicipal bonds put out about this time, 
although the city was unique in that it 
was without debt except this issue.

1 favor 
the postoffice box and fictitious ini- 
tials in preference to the giving of 
real names and addresses. Custom 
has made thie acceptable to business 
men. A “want advertisement” is con- 
fidential, to an extent, at least, and 
should be considered so. The reader 
will answer the advertisement as 
quickly if a postoffice box address is 
given as he will if the advertisement 
presents the real address of the ap- 
plicant. When the advertisement ap- 
pears under the heading “Situations 
Wanted—Male,” or “Situations Want- 
ed—Female,” it is not necessary to 
give the sex of the applicant, although 
there would appesr to be no objection 
to so doing except the expense of the 
extra words.

The 
damp soft paper is laid on the etched 
surface and seueezed into the lines 
by the roller, the pressure being dis- 
tributed by a set of soft cloths, which 
are int The plate has been 
already inked and wiped, and its 
passage through the press is the last 
stage of the work. 

Originally the press was made of 
wood, a material which was stil) used 
after the introduction of the roller, 
probably by Finiguerra. Wood was 
used by Abraham Bosse in the middle 
of the seventeenth century, and long 
afterward. About the beginning of 
the nineteenth century a cogwhee!l 
was attached to the roller, and pin- 
i to the “cross,” thus increasing 
the leverage, and by degrees the whole 
came to be made of iron and developed 
into the present machine,, with its 
flywheel and cogs.

According to a projected 
scheme, the new company wil! issue 
two classes of bonds, prior lien bonds. 
at 4% per cent., and general mort- 
gage bonds, at 4 per cent. The exact 
amount of the bonded indebtedness 
cannot yet be stated but it will un- 
doubtedly exceed considerably the 
amount of capital stock above men- 
tioned. The Mexican government is to 
guarantee interest on the mortgage 
bonds only. Inasmuch as the net 
earnings of the Mexican Central and 
Mexican National are at thg present 
time sufficient to meet the liability 
thus assumed, the government's guar- 
antee is rather nomina! than real. The 
powerful syndicate, including Speyer & 
Co., Kuhn, Loeb & Co., Ladenburg. 
Thaliman & Co., Haligarten & Co.., all 
of New York, with bank associates in 
London, Paris and Berlin, has been or- 
ganized to buy the bonds of the new 
company at a good figure and then of- 
fer them in exchange to the holders 
of the present securities of the Centra] 
and National. It is said there is lit- 
tle doubt that the terms offered will 
be accepted by those holders and there- 
fore, the conversion and consolidation 
of the two great railways, with the 
Mexican government owning controll- 
ing interests In the merged corpora- 
tion, will be consummated. While the 
deal for the sale of the Central does 
not at once contemplate the purchase 
by the government of an absolute ma- 
jority, the government will buy 200.- 
000 shares from Pierce at about $4.,- 
500,000 gold, and will have actual 
control in a manner not yet explained. 
The new company will have its main 
board in Mexico City and will also 
have a local board in New York City 
of which Mr. H. Clay Pierce will be 
chairman. Mr. E. N. Brown will be 
president of the combine.

PROSPEROUS FINANCES. 
Mexico is fully capable of carrying 
out this deal on account of the pros- 
perous conditions of its Federal 
finances. In 1895-96 the Federal rev- 
enues amounted to $50,500,000, and the 
expenditures $45,000,000; whereas in 
1905-06/the revenues were $102,000,000, 
and the expenditures $80,000,000, mean- 
ing an increase in revenue of 100 per 
cent..in ten years and an increase in 
expenditures during the same period 
of 78 per cent. Thus a surplus has 
been gradually accumulating. The 
surplus in 1895-96 was, as above shown, 
$5,500,000, and in 1905-06 was §$22,- 
000,000. But this increase in surplus 
has been in geometrical ratio during 
the past three or four years; for in- 
stance, the increase over the fiscal 
vear of 1904-05 was $7,000,000 of sur- 
plus, or twice as much as in the pre- 
vious fiscal year.

Some of Them Use One-Fourth of All 
Their Product. 


Anthracite coal producers of Penn- 
syivania are shown to be among the 
largest consumers of coal by the last 
report of the Pennsylvania Department 
of Mines. At some of the mines where 
a vast quantity of water has to be 
pumped, 25 per cent. of the 
is used for steam 
Steam with which to operate shaft en- 
gines and slope engines must be forced 
through more than 100 miles of’ steam 
pipe: and in order to operate the ma- 
chinery required in anthracite mining, 
460.218 horse power had to be produced 
by steam in 1904. 

For all these purposes the anthracite 
companies of Pennsylvania used liast 
year 6,359,280 tons of coai and paid a 
coal bill amounting to several hundred 
thousand dollars. The least valuable 
coal was used at the mines, and, of 
course, transportation was saved, or

EXPENSE LOW. 


Formidable Com petition for 
American Chemists. 


About Twenty Dollars Per 
Month for Journeymen. 


Instances of Huw. Germany 
Is Taking Trade. 


A review of Germany's chemical! in- 
dustry. based upon reports presented 
at the annual convéntion of the Socie- 
ty of German Chemical Indust held 
recently at Nuremberg, is trantmitted 
by Consul William C. Teichmann, of 
Elbenstock. who was formerly a chem- 
ist connected with one of the largest 
manufacturing establishments in the 
United States. He states in relation to 
this report: 

The society's report gives ‘a correct 
view of the situation. Possibly the 
liberation of denatured alcoho! from 
taxation may help our home chemical 
industry, for it plays an important 
Mart in chemical manufacturing proc- 
esses, particularily in the organic 
line: but the labor problem stili 
give Germany a great lead, not to 
mention its wonderful organization of 
detall features of chemical manufac- 
turing, which in the long run proves 
profitabie aad enables the lowering of 
prices where competition still exists 
and combinations in some branches a)- 
ready international do not, as yet, mo- 
nopolise the market price. 

were presented at the con- 

vention show!) for the year 1965 an 
Increase over 1904 in the German 
chemical manufacturing business, both 
for the import of raw materials and 
the export of ma tured products, 
amounting to l4 r cent. It is true 
that the prospective enforcement of 
the new tariff on March 1, 1906, added 
considerably to this increase, but sta- 
tietics for the first six months of 1906 
now show figures almost as high as 
those of the corresponding months in 
1995. The annual report of the socie- 
ty, in reviewing the conditions of this 
prosperous business, establishes the 
fact that the average yearly wages 
paid the ordinary laborer in the chem- 
jeal works during 1995 amounted to 
$245. an increase over 1904. when the 
average had been $243.

In connection with German achieve- 
ments in this line of manufacturing. 
Jules Huret, discussing his recent ob- 
servations made in Germany, in @ se- 
ries of interesting articles published in 
the Paris Figaro, relates a statement 
coming from the manager of one of 
the largest chemical establishments in 
the .world, to the effect that fifteen 
years ago research and experimental 
work was started in Germany for the 
production of artificial indigo, all the 
indigo then being imported in its raw 
material form: today Germany sup- 
plies its entire home consumption with 
the artificial product. as a result of 
the untiring efforts of the past fifteen 
years, and in addition thereto exported 
many million dollars’ worth of this 


commodity to foreign countries every 
year. Huret calls attention to the fact. 
that thirty years ago Great Britain 
controlled the market for salts and al- 
kalies; today Germany supplies its own 
market and competes ‘all over the 
world with the product of other coun- 
tries with increasing success.

The method of manufacture ts made 
up of a series of distinct processes, The 

ret is the formation of a long cone of 
paper, made by shaping upon a conical 
mold specially cut sheets of heavy pa- 
per. The cone thus formed is secured 
by means of paste, which is automat- 
ically supplied by the forming machine. 
After the cones have been dried for 
two or three hours, three different- 
sized bottles are cut from each cone 
at a single stroke. 

The bottoms of the bottles are then 
put in place and they are then dipped 
in @& parafine bath at 212 deg. Fahren- 
heit, being kent in this for a minute 
and a half. They are then placed in a 
hot chamber where the excess of para- 
fine 1 removed and the entire paper 
surface becomes penetrated with the 
parafine which remains. The bottles are 
then packed in nests of twenty, with 
a lid covering the upper bottle; and 
each three nests containing sixty bot- 
ties ie then sealed in a sterilized paper 
bag, the lids for the bottom being en- 
closed tn the same pac cm 

An elaborate system of tests has 
beep conducted to demonstrate not 
e-ly the practicability of the bottles, 
but also their advantages in cleanil- 
ness.

Orange Sales Are Hurt by 
Delays in Transit.

Two Weeks Are Occupied for 
Five-Day Trip. 

Sales of Porto Ricos Heavy 
and Quality B ; 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 18.—The market 
for citrus fruits has been active this 
week under pressure of buying for hol- 
iday distribution and practically every- 
thing has sold at higher prices. De- 
mand has steadily increased and con- 
ditions favor a continuation of thé 
present desirable situation until the 
holiday business is over. After that it 
is impossible to say what will be done. 
but unquestionably the liberal arrival 
of desirable navels will stimulate trade 
and the movement will be quite as 
active as it has been so far this sea- 
son. The market has opened remark- 
ably well, say experts, and good busi- 


ized here for navels in the past three 
years. The half-boxes 


expected this week and others are to 
follow. But it is unlikely that those 
now in transit will arrive in time for 
the Christmas trade. 

Demand for the Arizona fruit is ac- 
tive, partly because of the excellent 
quality and partly because the Califor- 
nia navels are coming forward slowly. 
transit facilities being about the worst 
they ever have been. 

This matter of siow shipments i 
working a good deal of injury to the 
Pacific Coast trade, but is benefiting 
the Florida trade. The market for 
Fioridas has improved in direct ratio 
to the “‘eappointment of receivers who 
expected sufficient California navels to 
satisfy their patrons. The market for 
Filoridas improves with the increased 
aifficulty,of getting California ship- 
ments here. Therefore, if shippers of 
California fruit have any influence 
with the powers that control ship- 
ments of California oranges they will 
serve their own interests and increase 
their own profits by exerting that in- 
fluence and making it of importance to 
have the abuses corrected. 

SNAIL’S PACE BOTHERS. 

Slow shipments of all products ere 
troubling receivers in and about New 
York, but almost nothing is so perish- 
able as the oranges which come from 
the Coast and the effect upon the trade 
in navels is likely to prove disastrous. 
Sales are hegvy just now and a good 
many more oranges could have been 
used profitably had it been possible to 
get them here. The abounding pros- 
perity which has brought increased 
profits In one direction has apparently 
reduced them in others. Perhaps it ts 
one of the difficulties to which ship- 
pers must be subjected. but there is a 
prevalent feeling that a little less de- 
sire for multiplied dividends and more 
desire to build prosperous business en- 
terprises for continuous profits would

NEW EVIDENCE. 
As soon as the significance to South- 


ern California of the problem of its 
ground waters became evident, and 
the dearth of evidence as to varia- 
tions in their level appeared, the 
United States Geological Survey se- 
lected about 100 wells, distributed 
throughout the valley from Santa Mon- 
ica to San Jacinto, and began sys- 
tematic measurements upon them. 
These measurements havé now been 
under way for about two years, and 
are Gegioning to yield evidence from 
which conclusions can be drawn. Fur- 
thermore, both these years have been

subterranean reservoirs which are just 
as definite receptacies as the reser- 
voirs built by man, but are vastly 
in extent.

Furthermore, there now head in and 
above the Paso de Bartolo a number 
of infportant canals, which are sup- 
plied by the waters that rise in and 
near the pass, and which; fn turn, 
supply irrigating waters to accessible | 
lands in the region to the south and 
west. The effect of the development 
of underground waters in a region 
where under natural conditions the 
surplus rises to the surface in a series 
of springs, is to reduce the flow of 
these springs, and as development pro- 
ceeds, eventually to cause their disap- 
pearance. Springs of this type are 
extremely sensitive to the installation 
of pumping plants in their vicinity, 
and since eo many canals in and above 
Paso de Bartolo are supplied exciu- 
sively by them, there is little doubt 
but that extensive developments - there 
would affect the supply now taken by 


these canals, and so would lead to 
extended litigation, in which either 
the agricultural lands which utilize 
the cana] waters would’ be deprived 
of their supply, or the city would lose 
its fight to pump. 

During the dry period which 
Southern Caiifornia has lately passed, 
one of the catia! «ystems heading here 
in the pass was forced to instal] a 
pumping plant in order to keep its 
supply up to the normal. This fact 
indicates that but little, if any, more 
water now rises in the Paso de Barfolo 
than is required by the interests which 
utilize it, and indicates a strong prob- 
ability that any developments which 
will tend .to interfere with this sup- 
ply will at once make themselves felt 
through a reduction of the flow of the 
natural springs. 

Since these two areas, the Paso de 
Bartolo and the coastal plain, are not 
only the best water-bearing districts 
near Los Angeles, but are the best in 
Southern California, obviously, if it is 
unwise fo further tax them by addi- 
tional developments, it would be still 
more unwise to invade other of the 
water-hearing lands more remote from 
the city. So far as the ground water 
situation is concerned, therefore, the 
policy of the city in going to a distant 
source for its water supply is not 
merely wise, it is absolutely neces- 
sary, if the city’s future growth is not 
to be at the expense of neighboring 
communities. 


PUMP MILLIONS OF GALLONS. 


A Branch of the Mining Industry Not 


s Given Much General 
Thought. 

Over half @ billion gallons of water 
are pumped out of the anthracite coal 
mines of Pennsylvania every day in 
the year. The exact average for 1906 
was 633,000,000 gallons a day. Nearly 
a thousand powerful engines, deliver- 
ing from mine bottom to surface 500,- 
000 gallons of water a minute are re- 
quired. Mines ben be shut down and

While the —_: colliery of the 
Lehigh Valley is getting out one ton 
of coal, it must retnove forty tons of 


water from the mines. The eca 
collie mines extend for several hun- 
dred feet under the wide expanse of 


the Susquehanna River, and to prevent 
the flood of the mines here, 2500 gal- 
lons of water must be pumped from 
a depth of 500 feet every minute ar 
every day 6f the year. This means 
twenty-five tons of water to be re- 
moved to every ton of coal mined. 

Still more difficult are the conditions 
at other mines. So far down in the 
earth that one has to travel a quarter 
of a mile on an incline railway to reach 
it, a pumping plant has been in- 
stalled at Hazleton. which removes 
11,500,000 gallons of water every day. 
During the flood seasons, In addition 
to the pumps, huge tanks are used to 
ball out the mines. Sixty times every 
hour these 2000-gallon buckets travel 
up full and down empty. 

Sometimes the work is not finished 
when the water is brought to the sur- 
face. At the Hazleton shaft colliery 
a wooden canal three and one-half 
miles long had to be built to carry the 
water out of the neigh . As the 
mines deeper the cost of water re- 
moval, Sike that of timber and ventila- 
tion, becomes greater and greater.

The offspring of the human race requires parental 
care, not merely for a month or a year, but for many 
Successive years. And it is not merely nourishment and 


from the parent. The animal needs no cultivating, 
needs to be provided with food but for a very short space 
of weeks or months; and instinct seems to endow al! the 
lower animal creation until we reach man with the fac- 
ulty of shifting for itself without the elaborate system 
of education that the human family is obliged to bestow 
upon its offspring. 

The new-born child must be clothed, tenderly nursed 
and guarded from harm. It scarcely acquires the fac- 
ulty of locomotion at the end of twelve long months, and 
af the end of a dozen years is utterly unfitted to enter 
the struggle of lve and win its way to full development 
and success. This is so even physically. But besides 
the care that the physical child must have from the par- 
ent the development of the human mind is vastly more 
complicated, difficult and important than the develop- 
ment of his physical powers. 

So complete has been the apotheosis of childhood that 
the laws of all Christian nations, or nearly all, at the 
present time, forbid the human offspring from entering 
upon any effort to sustain his own life before reaching 
the age of 15 or 16 years.

GIFTS AND GIVING. 


OT only do “rick gifts wax poor when the giver 
N proves unkitad,” but all gifts, even the richest, are 

poor whenever they proceed from any feeling other 
than kindness. 

Giits, like the natures which bestow them, may be 
cold or cordial. The first belong to the class of formal 
gifts, the gifts of policy or premeditated return, which 
so-called “Christmas gifts’’ are but a species of polite 
commercialism or a form of annual exchange of ob- 
jects of equal or unequivaient value, but not gifts in 
the sense of the one in whose name the giving is carried 
on from year to year. - 

When Jesus, the humble son of the lowly Jewish car- 
penter, came into the world, He brought neither gold 
nor silver, nor precious stones, not costly silks, nor 
toys and trinkets. But what the Child born in a man- 
ger did bring unto the nations of ali the earth was an 
exquisitely responsive human heart, a sublime spirit 
and the divine gift for a fearless expression of truth. 
Love was His law, and His law love. Light and peace, 
the message of Israel. He bore aloft. The ideals of love 
and peace and good will, which all other prophets pre- 
scribed, the Seer of Nazareth taught by living them, 
interpreting His precepts in personal practice. 

The priceless gifts which the Divine Man brought to 
a travailing, mistaken and bewildered world were the 
gifts made possible to both rich and poor; they were 
the gifts of the spirit, for and to the spirit. He spoke 
the word of peace where hostile forces raged in fierce 
contention. He found Love an abiding place where 
hitherto Hate had been installed. He shamed lying and 
deceit out of mighty palaces by coming into the midst — 
of arrogant priests and false prophets, confounding 
them by invincibly declaring the truth as it welled 
from the spirit of the universal man receiving his life 
and light from the eternal source of eternal Verity. 

“Peace and good will” was the proclamation of Jesus, 
of Him whom each Christmastide the civilized world 
seeks to honor, to praise, to worship or adore by cele- 
brating with much festal glory His natal day.

fell in this region—that is to say, an average of over 54 
inches a day. The average annual rainfall for twenty- 
five years in Cherrapoonji itself was 489 inches, and is 
1861 805 inches of rain were recorded there. 

The Indians who live on the Island of Titicaca claim 
that a smal! district near the Sacred Place of the Incas 
known as “the Birthplace of the Sun,” has never bees 
wet by rain, and that it is the only spot on earth where 
rain never falis. The lake is the largest in South Amer- 
ica.

When the Fithian chimes were installed, the old town 
clock (presented to the city by Mr. Mortimer Cook), be- 
loved by every schoolboy within sound of its strike dur- 


ing the last thirty years, was allowed to become silent;

students of the high school and residents of the district, 
that again its tongue was loosed and the two clocks have 
been on the most amicable terms ever since. 

Down at the City Hall ts a bell toward which the gen- 
erations of Santa Barbara boys must have mixed senti- 
ments. Besides ringing the noon hour and announcing 
fires, it rings the curfew every evening at 8% o'clock in 
winter and 9 in summer.

SOME PRACTICAL SUGGESTIONS FOR TUE

bring best results if put in the soil at present, and 


O gerden does not of necessity mean to plant, yet | 
there are many things in seeds and bulbs which | 


much pruning can be done just now with economy and 


profit. 


The present is also the proper season for a 


genera! cleanup, stirring the soil, and the ‘estruction , 


of rubbish. 
All the good old-fashioned bardy annuals and peren- 


nials we grew “back East” are now ready to grow and, 


await only contact with damp soil to start them into 
active life. Native flower seeds and roots are also quite 


responsive, with but few exceptions, but seeds and plants — 
from warmer lands must be reserved for spring plant- | 


ing. Dutch bulbs and many species of lilies should be 
planted at once if best results are to be obtained. Rose 
bushes that have been dormant during the whole part 
of summer are just now responding to the call of win- 


| 


ter’s rain and should be deprived of all small and | 


therefore useless wood, the center branches cut out for 
the free circulation of air and warmth and entrance of 
light when once more covered with leaves. The re- 
maining wood should then be pruned back to a good 
sturdy frame.work, water and fertilizer applied and na- 
ture will do the rest. Countless numbers of insect pests 
will have taken refuge under garden rubbish and if 
this ts all raked up and burned the Invading arny of 
next spring and summer will be materially lessened. 
Many other jobs that are timely will occur to the home 
gardener at this time after he once gets “intu the »ar- 
ness" for the season's active garden work. 

The Season of Activity. 

Now that the rains have soaked the soil into mellow- 
ness and a faint but growing green carpets the earth, 
everybody is astir to clean up their premises and street 
and alley adjoining. Even municipalities and lesser 
communities evince unusua! activity just at this season, 
for it seems that with the coming of the first good rain 
all the earth must be guy—made spic and span—the 
real season for festivity in Southern California. 


The present is a good time to prepare for the plant- 
ing of strect trees by creating most favorable condi- 
tions for the later setting out. There are few places 
where the soi! is ideal for the best growth and holes 
should now be dug and filled with suitable soil or the 
natural soil mixed with some ameliorating element that 
is certain to improve not aloné its physical texture, but 
its life-giving properties. Holes should be dug three 
feet across and of the same depth, regardless of the 
size of the tree to be planted. If this be done now the 
soi] will have ample time to settle in permanent place 
before the best planting season arrives, which generally 
is about February 1.

The girl in the tub 
is then raised upon an altar which stands near, and the 
whole congregation dances wildly around it, singing at 
the same time. , The jumping grows madder and mad- 
der till the lights are suddenly extinguished.

'TH alfalfa at $15 per ton f.0.b. cars at the near

In fact, it is ome of the few farm crops in which there 
seems to be no bacterial or fungus troubles and few in- 
sect pests. However, alfalMa may not always be immune 
from maladies of these classes. In Colorado there is 
trouble with a blight which is receiving the attention of 
the experiment station. It is noticed in the short, weak 
and light-colored growth of the first eutting. A majority

It is doubt- 
less a bacterial blight. but it has not been classified, or 
its life history worked out. The winter conditions are 
so difierent from those of California that the disease 
may vever under any circumstances find a foothold in 
our State.

Experiment Stations. 


the Legislative session approaches, the farmers of 

the Stste should call for the opportunity of inspect- 
img all meesures introduced that touch agricultural ia- 
dustries. These bills wil) be printed upon their introdue- 
tion, and al! wide-ewake farmers individually or through 
their clubs should arrange with their representatives to 
send copies of these measures long before they are up 
for enactment. Of especial importance wil] be the bills 
relating to the agricultural college, experiment stations, 
technica) =. hools and kindred subjecta Our experiment 
station should be supported with a whole heart. In the 
[Hinois experiment station one of the most notable ex- 
perimen's known to science originated. It put from two 
to three per cent. more protein into cern, making it more 
valuable for human or animal food to that extent. Dr. 
Babcock, at the Wisconsin experiment station, worked 
out a system of measuring the value of milk cheaply, now 
in use ali over the civilized world. If Dr. Babcock had 
withdrawn from the station work and patented his proc- 
eas it would bave made him a mu!ti-millionaire, but he 
refused to do so, and this process given [freely to the 
world is worth all the cost of all the experimenta! sta- 
tiens of ihe nation for a generation. These institutions 
have saved the farmers of the country enough in sup- 
pressing worthless fertilizers to pay for all the battle- 
ships of the navy. The agriculturists of this State 
should see that their own experiment station gets due 
eupport at the coming meeting of the Legisiature. 


Quarantine Effective. 

ME offer of a Florida nurseryman to send to South- 

ern California 100,000 citrus trees to relieve the alleged 
shortage of such trees here is open to serious legal diffi- 
culties. It has been published that the Horticultural 
Commissioners of Riverside county would admit this 
Florida stock if rigid fumigation methods were used 
upon the trees. I am sure the Riverside commissioners 
will resent this statement, as they are particularly care- 
ful to exclude all possible contamination and would not | 
admit Florida stock under any circumstances. In addi- | 
tion to the county regulations concerning tmported trees, 
the State Commissioner of Horticulture, under date of | 
March 2, 1906, quarantined against all nursery stock in | 
the following language: 

“It is declared that a horticultural qrarantine be, and | 
is hereby, estaltished against all fruit and nursery 
stock and plants tmported from the States of Florida and | 
Louisiana into the State of Calfornia, and al! Horticul- | 
tural Commissioners and loca] inspectors are hereby in- 
structed to hold any and all such plants, fruit or nursery | 
stock subject to the shippers thereof, for exportation out | 
of the State, and to take every necessary precaution 
the prevention of the introduction of the white fly fiito | 
their districts.”

Tu- 
berculosis is most prevalent tn herds confined a large 
portion af the year to barn basements—a practice not 
necessary here. One dairyman told me his cows were 
outdoors all the time, though protected from the wea- 
ther by open sheds. He stated that he had never known 
a case of tuberculosis tn his herd, although keeping some 
of the cows for many years. 

I do not know of one dairyman who wil! guarantee his 
animals free from thi® disease, and back the quarantine 
with official certificate. Nor do I know of any city with 
an ordinance requiring the dairy cows to be tested for 
this disease. The pure food law does not inciude a pro- 
vision requiring a tuberculosis test of the milk venders. 
Nor are there any regulations preventing consumptives 
from working tn dairies. As to the use of poisonous 
dyes tn butter coloring the Pasadena inquirer is fortunate 
in living where artificial butter coloring Is not needed. 
There is usually enough green feed here to give the bdut- 
ter its proper hue. In the East I had charge of a large 
creamery. It was the practice to use butter coloring in- 
gredients, but they were of vegetable origin and abso- 
lutely harmless. I would be pleased to give a lot of free 
advertisement to any dairyman who would have his 
cows tested and certified to as free from tuberculosis. 
Mr. Johnson's suggestion on this point is good, as 
on ali his others. But who will do this til! he is brought 
to it by law? 

As to the bacterial condition of cheese there should 
be no trouble with tuberculosis germs. The process of 
manufacturing should destroy all these germs. The tu- 
berculin used in testing cows for this malady ts nothing 
but a mass of tuberculosis germs until it is subjected to 
about 190 degrees of heat and then filtered. The heat 
is known to destroy every germ. In the manufacture of 
cheese the milk ts given a much greater heat, and there 
can be no danger in using cheese, even made from the 
milk of tubercular cows. In closing thig paragraph I 
hope the gentleman's queries may further enliven the 
public upon the prevention of disease in dairy cattle. 
Healthy attendants, hygienic surroundings, healthy cows, 
and clean service on the part of the trade fn milk and 
butter should be obligatory, and they will be as the pub- 


lic grows wiser. 


Agricultural Legislation. 

GREAT deal is being said these days concerning the 

education of the young men and women of the country 
in scientific agriculture. Too many of our great schools 
are engaged ia turning out doctors, lawyers and other 
professionals, and too few of them are equipping stu- 
dents for agricultural teaching and investigation. I 
have something to say upon this subject that but few 
people know—upon two points bearing especially close 
upon the Interests of every farmer who reads these par- 
agraphs. First, California is one of the leading States in 
teaching agricultural science, and tm the achievements of 
the agricultural experiment stations of the country. So 
great is the demand for the services of the experts gra- 
uating from our agricultural schools that the Department 
of Agriculture is picking them off from the service of 
California as fast as they appear. It is true the govern- 
ment is giving back to the State the services of these 
men, a most valuable policy and one which cannot be too 
strongly approved by our people. But it is effectually 
preventing a united California faculty, or policy, thus 
forestalling the State in building up an independent serv- 
lee of her own. Second, and following the other points 
is one that has touched vitally the farmer's interests 
throughout the country during the last year: 

When the agricultural experiment station bill was up 
before the House of Representatives last February, the 
members were ready to provide an additional $15,000 a 
year for each of the dorty-eight experimental stations 
then operating in as many States and territories. This 
would have given each of them an annual appropriation 


| of $30,000, Why was the proposed $15,000 cut down to 


$5000? Because it was shown on the floor of the House 
that trained men could not be found in the whole coun- 
try to use the larger appropriation that would have been 


so freely provided. The agricultural scifeols of the coun- |‘ 


try had not graduated enough young men to justify a 
heavy increase in the expenditures of the agricultural 
stations, and for this reason the forty-eight stations were 
allowed only $240,000 when perhaps every Congressman 
would have supported the $720,000 appropriation required 
to give. each station its $30,000. Under this bill, signed 


by the President last summer each station gets $20,000 |. 


the coming year, to which the bill adds $2000 each year 
for five years. By 1912 the full $30,000 will be available,

Getting Rid of Crab Grass. 
HERE is only one method of eradicating crab grass, 


When the grass has 
thrown out its creeping stalks they must be pulled to 


cook book with tried and the surface with a sharp-togthed rake and followed with 


the lawn mower, the knives of which must be set as close

/heads. It is useless to cut the grass closely unless 


the stems have been previously raked to the sur- 
face, for the mower will simply remove the leaves and 
cause the stalks benring the seed to grow and root still 
closer to the ground. 

The weather immediately succeeding the season in 
which crab grass dies is the most favorable of the year 
for the growth of lawn grasses, so that however badly 
a lawn may bave been devastated by weeds, if properly 
cared for, the good grass may be completely restored be- 
fore frost. Don’t be afraid now to dig deep for dock, 
dandelions, the sma!) roots of the plantain, or to tear up 
any creeping weed. 

The plant makes its growth, matures its seed, and dies 
all in one season. Therefore @ the seeds are not de- 
stroyed before they ripen a new crop will be already

The Potato Worm. AP 
HE insect, according to all observations, confines 
itself in its larval form to solanaceous plants, and its 
great injury is done among the cultivated representatives 
of this family, notably in the potato and tobacco. It has 
been reported as feeding and breeding among the wild 
members of the family, and this feature of its career was 


considered of value in this investigation, because if any 
middie ground both | of these wild members were to be found near the culti- 


vated plants they would constitute a good breeding piace 


_ for the insect and a point for infection to originate. We 
| have in California much of the so-called “night shade,” 
| and where these plants are found the insect is sure to be 
/fonnd also, as collections made among and near 
'them have shown. Furthermore, collections, espe- 
| cially at lights,, made hundreds of feet from any sola- 


naceous plants, have shown the moth to be present, thus 


indicating ability for fiying quite long distances. 


This, together with the fact that the insects are not con- 
fined to the cultivated plants of the family Solanaceae, 
but attack the wild representatives also, at least sug- 
gests that any patch of such plants as the pight shades 
constitute a menace to any potato plants in the neigh bor- 
hood, and that al! such patches should be destroyed. 

It has been noted that the moth is easily taken in large 
numbers at lights, and in the use of light traps we have 
a most effective method of killing tt. The use of the 
light trap, too, is the most satisfactory way of finding out 
whether the moth has begun to work in a potato field, as 
two or three such lights scattered about the field wil! 
surely show specimens, if any are flying. If the moth is 
found to be present, then the traps might be placed in 
the field at intervals of 100 feet or so, and kept in action 
It seems 
most probable that the persistent use of these traps at 
this time will greatly reduce the possibilities of infesta- 
tion. There are various forms of these traps on the mar- 
ket, and some of them are quite effective, though prob- 


}ably not more so than the common lantern trap, made by

if the insect is at all in evidence, as this waste material 
offers a good breeding place for the moth and may serve 
to carry the infestation forward to the.mext crop. The 
most satisfactory way to clean up a field 

is to turn sheep fnto it to pasture 
more effective in their work than hogs, 
every potato in the field, even going so far as to paw up 
tubers that may have been missed in the digging and 
bave remained covered with earth. In cases where a 
field has been flooded for two or three weeks the infesta- 
tion seems to have been thoroughly destroyed. Any 
methdéd that will destroy the waste potatoes on and in the 
ground will be effective, but this destruction must be 
accomplished if the ground is to be used for potatoes the 
ensuing year. Where this cannot be done, a rotation of 
crops is suggested as the only safe moans of procedure, 
and it is effective because the worm feeds solely on sola- 


.naccous plants. Attention is here again called to the fact 


that the tubers used as seed must be free from infesta- 
tion, as the moth will breed from such infested potatoes 
and will soon overrun the field. 


Tomato Soil. 

SOIL of one-half rich garden loam and one-half rote 

ted compost is ideal for tomatoes. The plants are 
eet from eighteen to thirty inches apart each way. The 
highest yields per square foot, two and one-third 
pounds, was obtained from plants set twenty by twenty- 
four inches. Everything depends on the light conditions 
prevailing in the house as to which is the proper distance 
for dhe securing of the largest yields. In order to secure 
the maximum light for each plant the midwinter toma- 
toes are usually grown to a single stem by pruning off all 
side shoots as fast as they appear in the axil of the 
leaves. Some of the largest leaves should also be re- 
duced. 

The houses should be provided with wires parallel to 
the rows and directly over them. The wire should be 
secured to the sash bars by means of screw eyes or sta- 
ples. Wires are also fastened to the top of the bench 
close to the plants. Strings of binder twine are used be- 
tween the wires to form a support for the plants which 
are tied to it with raffia. To avoid slipping the raffla 
should be wrapped around the supporting string two or 
three times and looped loosely around the stem. below a 
leaf to allow for enlargement of the stem. The clusters 
of fruit must be supported by slings of raffia and carried 
through a leaf axil above, or tied to the string.—({Orange 
Judd Farmer.

The time cer- 
tainly has come when intelligent readers cannot excuse 
this class of advertising upon the charitable view of lack 
of knowledge.”

“Men are ‘on’ to our game; we don't care a damn about 
them. It is the women we are after. We have buncoed 
them now for a good many years, and so long as they re- 
main as ‘easy’ as they have been, and we can make them 
believe that they are sick, we're al] right. Give us the 
time. We can make them feel more female 
year than they would really have if they 
bundred.” :

It ts true that patent medicines contain a large percent- 
age of alcohol, which is what makes people who take 
them feel “good.” Let it not be forgotten, however. that 
80 also do the prescriptions of physicians, and that alco- 
hol no whit less injurious when “prescribed by a 
physician” than it is when taken because you like it. 
Also, as The Times has said, if patent medicine manufac- 
turers must print contents of their mixtures on the bot- 
tles—which would be a good thing—so, also, should phy- 
sicians be forced to write, in plain, legible English, the 
poisons they prescribe to patients.

“Many physicians are dispensers as we!lf as prescribers, 
largely using what are known as ‘ethical proprietaries.’ 
These they buy from manufacturing concerns which ad- 
vertise only to physiciana. An ‘ethical’ preparation is a 
‘patent’ medicine not advertised to the public, but to phy- 
sicians only, for them to prescribe or dispense. Any one 
of these ‘ethical’ proprietaries that comes in general use 
becomes ‘unethical’ and therefore injurious—in the mind 
of the. ultra-ethical—the minute the manufacturer 
changes his business methods and becomes a genera] ad- 
vertiser. The ultra-ethical physician would then cease to 
prescribe such a preparation. 

“ Unethical’ and ‘injurious’ or ‘fraudalent’ are syno- 
nyms to the mind of the ultra-ethical. 

“Suppose a physician of great learning, high standing 
and recognized ability should advertise in the daily pa- 
pers. He would immediately become ‘unethical’ and rep- | 
rehensible—to the ultra-ethical. 


“‘Bthics’ simply means ‘don’t advertise.” A doctor 
who advertises ts, to the ultra-ethical, a fraud, and a | 
medicine which is advertised is ‘fraudulent’ and ‘danger- 
ous.” 

“It is the ultra-ethical doctor, working through two 
magazines which have taken a contract to rake chest- 
nuts out of the fire, that is behind the attacks on ‘patent’ 
medicines. It is the ethical doctor, and he alone, who 
would profit by the abolition of ‘patent’ medicines. 

“There are said to be 150,000 physicians in the country 
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at the present time. On the authority of William FE. Cur- 

of the Chicago Record-Herald, 12,000 new physicians 
are added to the number yearly, while 5000 would meet 
every demand. This leaves a surplus of 7000 physicians 
a year. The profession is overcrowded, and it has a com- 
petitor. Very naturally the attempt is to crowd out the 
competitor which, in this case, is the aystem of medica- 
tion known as ‘patent’ medicines. 

“The tendency is to form a medical trust by the enact- 
ment of laws im every legislature to practically de- 
stroy the sale of ‘patent’ medicine, and thereby to tax 
the people hundreds of millions of dollars a year, the tax 
to be appointed according to one’s needs rather than ac- 
cording to one’s possessions. 

“Most of the standard remedies are the prescriptions 
of successful physicians, which have cured serious cases 
—are the survival of the fittest after years of elimination 
and which have been promoted by some enterprising 
business man. To say that they cannot be manufac- 
tured, as successfully, in large as in smal] quantities is 
discrediting to science.” 

There is much truth tn these statements. The editor

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“Even from the standpoint of the legitimate pateat 
medicine business, this recent crusade against patent 
medicine frauds can do nothing but good. The public 
is of course entitled to be protected against these frauds, 
whether it burts the medicine business or not. But it 
will not hurt it. The very fact that a medicine is not 
put under the ban will come, in time, to be regarded as 
@ guarantee that it has some actual medicinal effect, at 
least approximating the claims made for it. The ques- 
tion of the propriety of self-prescribing, even of good 

. remedies, will be no more serious than before, and the 
assurance that the remedies sold are actually remedial 
will increase confidencé. As to the ignorant argument, 
made on behalf of the fake nostrum, that their remedy 
is some unknown and wonderful! substance, undiscover- 
able by chemical analysis, or that quinine and rhubarb 
put up unger a mysterious name are radically different 
from the same substance under their own names, of 
course no attention need be paid to it. The people who 
can be fooled by such argument are the very ones who 
need the guardianship of the law. The composition and 
remedial effect of a Medicine are ascertainable facts. 
“Because they are ascertainable, but not by the 
consumer, is necessary and proper for the 
guardians public welfare to ascertain them, for 
the consumer's information and protection. And when 
a mew brand of cocktail is put out, it should be sold for 
what it is, and not as a medicine.” 

It will be rather a delicate matter, when they come 
to drawing the line between so-called “whisky medi- 
eines,” and the other kind. What percentage will they 
allow? The least alcoholic of the “patents” contains 
about 15 cent. of alcohol, or three times as much 
as dry California wine, and five times as much as beer, 
while they range from that up®to 50 per cent. As to the 
«nedicinal part, it is an easy matter to squirt in a little 
assafoctida, or other ill-smelling stuff, that will make & 
gallon of whisky and water taste bad enough to satisfy 
any confirmed dope fiend. 

Collier’s claims that there is a “conspiracy of silence” 
among the papers of the United States, to refrain from 
criticising patent medicines, or indorsing legislation 
directed against them, because of the large revenue de- 
rived from this source. This may be true—is is un- 
doubtedly true, to a greater extent than is pleasant for 


the independent citizen to contemplate—but let us be* 


thankful that there are at least a few newspapers in 


this country whose support or silence cannot be pur- 
chased by a patent medicine “ad.” .

VEN if Elbert Hubbard does pose he also wriies much 

good, sensible stuff. It would be difficult to conceive 

of anything more exactly in line with the editor's ideas 

on health and disease, as set forth from week to week 

in this department, than the following from an article 

by Elbert Hubbard, published some time since in the 
Cosmopolitan: 

“(L.) Ninety-nine people out of a hundred who go to 
a physician have no organic disease, but are merely 
suffering from some symptom of their own indiscretion. 

“(2.) Individuals who have diseases, nine times out 
of ten, are suffering from accumulated evil effects of 
medication. 

“(3.) Hence we get the proposition: Most diseases 
are the result of medication which hgs been prescribed 
to relieve and remove a beneficent warning symptom on 
the part of nature. 

“(4.) Most of the work of doctors in the past has 
been to treat symptoms, the difference between disease 
and a symptom being something the average man does 
not even yet know. 

“The people you see waiting in the lobbies of doctors’ 
Offices are, in a vast majority of cases, suffering through 
poisoning caused by an excess of food. Coupled with 
htis go the bad results of imperfect breathing, im- 
proper use of stimulants, lack of exercise, irregular sleep, 
or holding the thought of fear, jealousy and hate. All 
of these things, or any one of them, will, in very many 
persons, cause fever, chilis, congestion, cold feet and 
faulty elimination. 

“To administer drugs to a man suffering from malinu- 
trition caused by a desire to ‘get even,’ and lack of 
fresh air, simply to compound his troubles, shuffle his 
misladies and shift his pain from one place to another, 
getting him ripe for the ethercone and scalpel. 

“Nature is always and forever trying hard to keep 
people well, and most so-called ‘disease’—which word 
means merely the lack of ease—is self-limiting, and 
tends to cure itself. If you have no appetite, do not eat. 
Id you have an appetite, do not eat too much. Be mod- 
erate in the use of everything, except fresh air and sun- 
shine.”

How many, many lives are unneces- 
sarily sacrificed, daily, to the criminal folly of unnec- 
essary surgical operations, especially for appendicitis, 
which, in the days of our fathers, was known as in- 


Yammation of the bowels, and can be cured, ninety-nine 


times out of a hundred, by simply stopping eating, put- 
ting cloths dipped in hot water, frequently changed, over 
the abdomen, and taking injections of tepid water into 
the bowels. Even where a large amount of pus has 
accumulated, nature will absorb or expel this during 
a fast. 

A correspondent, who sends this, recommends “a good 
strong English mustard, made in the old-fashioned plas- 
ter.” Any irritant that will bring the congested blood 
from the interior to the surface is good, but there is 
nothing better, or more powerful, in the long run, th&n 
simple water. Mustard is, of course, an Irritant, but 
the only benefit of ordinary poultices lies in the water 
they contain, and the fact that they retain the moisture 
a little longer. 

If the mass of the people only understood the won- 
derful power of water—hot water and cold water, ap- 
plied externally—they would not need to run off for a 
doctor, or submit to a dangerous operation every time 
they have a pain somewhere.

To use sulphur in disinfecting a room, break the sul- 
phur on an iron plate, or a dish, over water, or a box 
of sand, Light by live coals, or alcohol, using one and
